The May meeting of the DHT Board of Trustees was held at 
Dr. Jackson's starting at 7:00 o'clock P.M. Present were the

The Minutes of the April meeting were approved as submitted. 

The new Board members, Ina Marie Higgs, Alan Caldwell, 

Herb Hiller and Maureen Gilluly were introduced. 

Officers for 1981-1982 were elected. Sallye Jude will 
serve again as President; Gordon Pimm, Treasurer; Tim Blake, 

First Vice President and Maureen Gilluly, Secretary. 

Ivan Rodriquez gave an overview of legislative activities 
and reviewed the appointments of the Historic Preservation 
Board of Dade County. 

Juliane Bishop announced that Coconut Grove Cares, Inc. 
had managed to secure the date that DHT had reserved for the 
1982 Antique Show. Alternatives and all possible courses of 
action were discussed. A motion was made by Maureen Gilluly 
and seconded by Les Beilinson to authorize Juliane Bishop and 
Dolly MacIntyre to pursue all possible altneratives, including 
legal action, to secure the previously reserved date. The 
Board approved the motion. 
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Sallye Jude announced that the Florida Trust meeting 
would be held May 7-9, 1981 in Palm Beach and May 10, 1981 
in Boca Raton, and that National Preservation Week would 
begin May 10 with a bus tour from Vizcaya to Opa-locka, 

Hialeah and Miami Springs. She incouraged Board members to 
attend the DHT presentations at the Morningside Civil 
Association meeting on May 14th at 7:00 o'clock and the 
Buena Vista Civil Association meeting on May 18th at at 7:30. 

Chris said that the building permits for the Wagner 
Homestead had been approved and that work would begin immediately 
because the unused grant money would be forfeited on June 30, 
1981. 

Sallye polled the Board members as to their preferences for 
meeting rimes and for pre-meeting notification. The Board agreed 
to begin meetings at 7:30 and preferred post cards to telephone 
calls for meeting reminders. 

On May 5, 1981,' the Dade County Commission proclaimed that 
May 10 - 16, 1981 would be observed as National Preservation 
Week and DHT awarded a certificate to Ruth Shack for her efforts 
on behalf of historic preservation.
